Combining in the Vulcan district 
is about fifty percent completed. 
Harvest operations have been at a 
standstill since last Friday’s rain of 
i bout one inch but wind on Tues¬ 
day was helping dry the swaths 
and combining is expected to again 
be general this weekend if the 
weather holds. 

Yields show a wide variation, 
running from 15 to 20 bushels on 
stubble to 40 to 50 bushels of wheat 
per acre on summfrfallow. It is 
estimated that about 80% of crops 
in the district have suffered frost 
damage. 

There was a considerable, reduc¬ 
tion in spring wheat avreage this 
year, with more durum wheat, flax 
and-barley being sown. Five-bush¬ 
el quotas are now in effect on 
durum and flax.

Lions Seek Ways Of 
Aiding Activities Fund

The Vulcan Lions Club has held 
two meetings recently to make 
plans for raising funds for com¬ 
munity activities.

1 to 114 pounds in the fallow years. 
The first application should be 
made at the tarty flower-bud stage 
of thistle growth, followed by a 
cultural qperation two weeks lattv. 
The best - procedure would be to 
give a finst cu^'Vation of fallows 
to kill early weed growth and vol¬ 
unteer grain, substituting the sec¬ 
ond fallow operation with t/he 
2.4-0 application when thistles 
have reached the bud stage. Fal¬ 
lowing can be resumed two weeks 
after chemical treatment. 

A well-planned eradication pro¬ 
gram for the cropped areas of a 
farm should be supplemented by 
a program of spraying thistles in 
fence lines and waste areas and 
oti adjacent roadsides. In these 
places, 2,4-D ester should be used, 
and applied when the thistle 
growth is in bud. Continued treat¬ 
ment of infested areas is essential, 
and the timing of chemieal appli¬ 
cation is of prime importance to 
assure the best possible results.

CHEMICAL CONTROL 
OF CANADA THISTLE 

(J. J. Sexsmith, Agronomist' 
Canada thistle can be controlled 
by the use of 2,4-D ester, but era¬ 
dication should not be expected 
from a single treatment. 

In cereal grains, top-growth 
control is obtained with a treat¬ 
ment of G to 8 ounces acid equiva¬ 
lent. Such treatment should be 
applied to the grain crops between 
the four-leaf and early 9hot-blade 
stages of growth and is unlikely 
to do more than control thistle 
top-growth. Some degree of stand 
reduction is possible if a 12- to 16- 
ounce rate of 2,4-D ester is applied 
in the stubble shortly after remov¬ 
al of the crop, followed two weeks 
ater by n cultural treatment. 

Best stand reduction of thistles 
can be experienced from one or 
more treatments of 2,4-D ester at 


Plant Tulips Far Early Season 
Colour 

Tulips occur in great variety and 
colour. Many varieties are hardy 
for Southern Alberta and make a 
colourful showing early in the sea 
son. The normal lime to plant tu¬ 
lips is during the later part of 
September or early in Opober. 
Tulip bulbs taken from an old bed 
should be replanted about the end 
of September or as soon after¬ 
wards as possible. 

Tulips are usually planted from 
six inches to one foot apart de¬ 
pending on the planting program 
lor the as-ea to be planted. If the 
tulips are to be followed by other 
flowers, and ‘the other flowers 
are to be planted among the tulip 
he use of one-foot spacings is re¬ 
commended. This spacing will 
provide ample room between the 
tulips for other plants that are to 
bloom later. Where tulips are to 
provide the bloom for the season 
six to nine-inch spacings can be 
used to advantage. The closer spac¬ 
ing results in a better mass effect. 

The depth of planting for tulip 
bulbs is usually 4 to 5 inches be¬ 
low the ground suiface. Bulbs 
should be planted upright with 
the base downward tnd the apex 
upwtrd. If the soil is dry a 
watering should be given soon 
after planting. Under normal con¬ 
ditions tulips develop roots in the 
fall and a moist soil assists in 
furthering this development. 

During the early spring before 
flowering takes place, tulips ‘are 
quite sensitive to drying. Tulip 
plants at this stage of develop¬ 
ment will not tolerate a dry soil 
even for a short time. When soil 
moisture is allowed to reach a 
low ebb, many blasted buds will de¬ 
velop. For this reason the moist¬ 
ure content of soil should be 
checRed frequently during May. 
and until the blooming period is 
over. 

After flowering the plantg 
should not be allowed to mature 
seed For this reason the flower 
stalks should be removed alter 
flowering is over. Cutting the 
stalk just above the uppermost 
leaf is desirable. 


A variety of different kinds of 
hand type fire extinguishers will 
be on display in a local store win¬ 
dow throughout Fire Firevention 
Week, October 8 to 13. The new' 
fire chief, Lundy Findlay, reports 
that in response to a letter of en¬ 
quiry to the Chidlow Fire Pro¬ 
tection Equipment office in Leth¬ 
bridge, this company has already 
sent six new hand fire extinguish¬ 
ers of different types. They con¬ 
sist of vapor, carbon dioxide, dry 
chemical, foam and soda and acid 
extinguishers as well as a pres¬ 
surized water extinguisher. 

It is hoped that, in addition to 
this display, members of the Vul¬ 
can Volunteer Fire Department 
will be able to put on a demonstra¬ 
tion, Wednesday afternoon, of ex¬ 
tinguishing various kinds of fires, 
using the different types of chemi¬ 
cal extingushers. 

In addtion to the display and 
demonstration, inspections will be 
made of public and commercial 
premises with a view to fire pre¬ 
vention and fire drills will be con¬ 
ducted at both schools. In an-ef¬ 
fort to make all residents fire pre¬ 
vention-conscious, firemen working 
in pairs will offer to inspect dwell¬ 
ings. This will be on a voluntary 
basis and firemen will not insist 
on making an inspection. Such 
inspection will only be carried out 
if requested by the occupants of 
the house. It is also hoped to have 
a booklet, “Fire Prevention in the 
Home", and a card, “Instructions 
to Baby Sitters”, t^ hand out at 
at each dwelling.

GRAIN CROPS ON BROKEN 
GRASS SOD REQUIRE 
NITROGEN FERTIIJZER 

For many years farmers have 
commented that cereal grains seed¬ 
ed on land broken out of grass 
produce poor crops the first year 
after breaking. Often the crops 
lack the rich green color generally 
associated with thrifty growth. 
Grasses are heavy nitrogen feeders 
and large quantities of soil nitro¬ 
gen are required by bacteria In 
rotting down the grass sod. Thus 
the ensuing crops may suffer from 
nitrogen starvation. 

The best way to get a normal 
crop following the breaking of a 
grass stand is to apply qitrogen in 
the form of ammonium nitrate fer¬ 
tilizer, says C. H. Anderson, Senior 


Agronomist, Experimental Station, 
Beaverlodge, Alta. 

This season four-year-old stand 
of creeping red fescue near the 
Station was broken in early May, 
worked down and seeded to wheat. 
The soil was a degraded black to 
black. At time of seeding, ammon¬ 
ium nitrate was applied to 100 tbs. 
per acre and check strips were 
left for comparison. 

The untreated checks yielded 4.1 
bushels per acre of whealt, whereas 
th fertilized strips yielded 16.0 bus. 
per acre. The addition of 100 lbs. 
per acre of nitrogen fertilizer in¬ 
creased the yield by 11.6 bushels 
per acre and made the difference 
between a crop failure and a pav¬ 
ing crop! 

A similar experiment on brome 
grass broken out of bed in 1951 
and seeded to flax also shows the 
value of nitrogen fertilizer. Am¬ 
monium nitrate fertilizer applied 
at 80 pounds per acre increased the 
flax yield by 7.0 bushels per acre. 
The untreated check yielded- 9.2 
bushels per acre. Taking into ac¬ 
count the cost of the fertilizer the 
application of this fertilizer in¬ 
creased the farmer’s returns toy $20 
per acre. 

These experiments indicate that 
It is profitable to apply nitrogen 
fertilizer to grain seeded on land 
broken out of grass sod;
